In  fulfilling  the  fundamental  purpose  of  the  work  of  the 
Division  of  Immigration  and  Americanization,  "to  bring  its  residents 
of  foreign  origin  into  sympathetic  and  mutually  helpful  relations 
with  the  Commonwealth",  the  yecr   closed  with  52,297  services  to  23,31*6 
individuals  in  all  five  offices,  showing  increasing  numbers  with  more 
non-English  speaking  applicants,  Boston  office  reported  28,51*8  services 
to  9951*  individuals ;  Lawrence  8077  to  l|i*92  individuals;  Worcester  5838 
to  3337  persons;  Fall  River  6l61*  to  3305;  and  Springfield  3670  to  2208 
individuals,  as  charts  at  the  end  of  this  report  shoxtf. 

In  the  foreign  speaking  group,  those  of  Portuguese  origin 
predominate  with  581*6  services;  Italian  next  with  3832;  and  Greek  with 
3660.  The  Spanish  specking  group  of  Cubans  and  other  Western  Hemisphere 
born  follows  in  the  list  of  some  one  hundred  nationalities  we  collated. 
(See  lists  at  end  of  report) 

The  services  include  the  many  aspects  of  newcomers •  settling 
in  a  new  atmosphere  with  problems  of  education,  housing,  employment,  and 
general  assimilation,  with  reunion  of  families  and  citizenship  acquisition 
an  important  part  of  becoming  permanently  settled  in  the  United  States 
of  America. 

LOCALITIES 

Our  applicants  come  from  every  city  and  town  of  the  Common- 
wealth, as  our  charts  at  the  end  of  the  report  show.  The  majority  are 
in  cities  where  our  offices  are  located.  Boston  residents  were  \%3h$9i 
Fall  River  31*27,  Lawrence  l*085j  Worcester  3156;  Springfield  2110;  and 
the  services  are  to  individuals  personally  calling  at  our  offices,  al- 
though there  are  letters  of  inquiry  with  services  given  by  mail. 


WELC0:ffl-TG  THE  IlEWCOHER 

This  Division  continues  to  send  welcome  letters  to  newly 
arrived  immigrants  destined  to  Massachusetts.  The  letter  informs  them 
of  services  offered  by  the  Division  in  their  becoming  assimilated  to 
life  in  the  United  States.  Many  of  the  replies  request  information 
about  schools  and  educational  opportunities,  housing  and  job  opportuni- 
ties, in  addition  to  information  on  reunion  with  relatives  abroad  end 
citizenship 

This  year  we  received  some  13,000  names  of  newcomers  and  the 
chart  following  shoitf  nationalities.  We  had  contact  with  3365  newcomers 
for  various  requests  of  assistance. 


2IAJ0R  GROUPS  OF  IIETIGRANTS 


There  is  growing  awareness  ox  the  changing  ethnic  nix  in 
communities  in  the  nationality  of  the  recent  immigrants .  The  Let 
of  October  3,  1965,  abolished  all  quotas  and  set  up  an  annual  allot- 
ment of  170,000  immigrants  from  Eastern  Hemisphere  countries,  with  no 
more  than  20,000  visa  numbers  available  to  any  one  country.  This  favored 
no  particular  immigrant  group  and  allowed  persons  from  countries  previ- 
ously having  small  quotas  to  send  larger  numbers  of  immigrants.  Especially 
it  favored  Portuguese.,  Greeks  and  Chinese,  noted  in  our  statistics.  It 
changed  the  major  groups  of  immigrants .  Portuguese  immigrants  have  pre- 
dominated in  this  State  in  the  past  few  years  and  statistics  show  over 
300$  increase  since  1965.  Other  major  groups  are  the  Greek  born  and 
Italians,  making  up  the  largest  Ea.stern  Hemisphere  arrivals. 

The  quota  established  by  the  Act  of  1965  for  the  countries  of 
the  Western  Hemisphere  is  120,000  without  granting  cny  preferences  as 
permitted  to  certain  relatives  of  persons  coming  from  the  Eastern  Hemis- 
phere. Notably  Cmadian  immigration  has  decreased  and  mostly  this  is 
attributed  to  the  impossibility  of  getting  labor  clearances  because  of 
the  unemployment  situation  and  availability  of  Americ an  workers. 


The  past  five  years  have  brought  increa.se  of  persons  coming 
from  Jamaica,  Trinidad,  Barbados,  and  other  Tlest  Indies  countries,  llany 
came  on  job  contracts  and  then  were  able  to  send  for  their  spouses  and 
children  or  parents,  showing  a  large  increase  in  their  number  over  that 
of  the  era  prior  to  1965.  Also  many  come  from  theDominican  Republic, 
Honduras,  Costa  Rica,  Panama  and  South  America,  representing  the  Spanish 
speaking  group.  Haitians  who  speak  French  are  in  high  number. 

Cubans  still  come  but  are  fewer  in  number  and  most  seen  eager 
to  adjust  to  residents  as  soon  as  possible.  Also  great  numbers  of  than 
are  getting  naturalized  when  so  possible,  residence  period  completed. 

Defore  the  Acto  of  October,  1965,  most  Asian  countries  had 
small  quotas  and  therefore  few  immigrants  came  froi.i  there  to  the  United 
States.  How  that  they  have  the  same  rating  as  countries  of  Eastern 
Europe,  we  have  moie  immigrants  from  China,  the  Philippines,  etc.,  and 
Asians  for  the  first  time  have  the  desired  economic,  social,  and  political 
opportunities  available  in  the  United  States. 

The  current  immigration  law  has  restricted  more  persons  numer- 
ically but  has  made  x^ray  for  a  more  diverse  group.

PR03LEJS  I!!  IMMIGRATION 


L  major  pert  of  our  assistance  in  the  immigration  field 
affects  family  reunions.  We  helped  l£U3  citizen  relatives  to  make 
petitions  for  spouses,,  parents,  children,  brothers  and  sisters,  and  some 
835  aliens  in  action  to  be  united  with  these  members  of  families. 

Except  in  cases  of  close  family  reunions,  there  are  several 
provisions  in  immigration  laws  preventing  the  entry  of  persons  who  would 
adversely  affect  the  United  States  labor  market.  Section  2]2(a)(lU) 
states  in  parts  ".Aliens  seeking  to  enter  the  United  States,  for  the  purpose 
of  performing  skilled  or  unskilled  labor,  unless  the  Secretary  of  Labor 
has  determined  and  certified  to  the  Secretary  of  State  and  to  the  Attorney 
General  that  (a)  there  are  not  sufficient  workers  in  the  United  States  who 
are  able,  willing,  qualified,  and  available  at  the  time  of  application  for 
a  visa  and  admission  to  the  United  States  and  at  the  place  to  which  the 
alien  is  detined  to  perform  such  skilled  and  unskilled  labor,  and  (b)  the 
employment  of  such  aliens  will  not  adversely  affect  the  wages,  and  working 
conditions  of  the  workers  in  the  United  States  similarly  employed...." 

It  is  this  labor  clearance  provision  that  has  practically 
permitted  only  relatives  to  come  to  the  United  States  since  February,  1971. 
I,t   that  time,  regulations  became  effective  that,  as  our  experience  has 
shown,  except  for  a  few  professions  as  medicine,  nursing,  no  Ic.bor 
clearances  have  been  approved  because  of  the  economic  situation. 

The  former  category  of  persons  with  college  degrees  having  teach- 
ing or  business  experience  has  not  the  privilege  of  getting  on  lists  of 
preference  quotas  because  of  their  skilled  occupations,  without  approval  from 
the  Labor  Department.  In  Massachusetts,  as  elsewhere,  engineers  have 
suffered  most  because  of  layoffs  in  the  many  war-connected  industries. 
Massachusetts  has  opened  an  employment  office  particularly  for  this  group, 
situated  near  Route  128,  the  area  of  their  former  employment,  and  has 
programs  of  retraining  and  replacement,  Many  newspaper  stories  have  re- 
sulted. 

Many  of  our  applicants  had  relatives  who  were  auto  mechanics, 

shoe  repairmen,  butchers,  as  well  as  other  tradesmen,  carpenters,  cabinet 
makers,  whom  they  have  helped  to  get  job  assurances  in  the  past.  We  have 
assisted  in  completion  of  applications,  translating  evidence  of  experience, 
etc.,  but  with  the  present  situation  of  unemployment  in  thi s  Commonwealth, 
this  is  at  a  standstill. 


FIITiJTCE  LAW 

Enactment  of  the  law  permitting  United  States  citizens  to  bring 
to  the  United  States  fiances  whom  they  plan  to  marry  within  ninety  days 
has  brought  problems.     We  assisted  forty-two  persons  in  execution  of  proper 
documents  to  have  suchWimmigrants  come  to  the  United  States.       They  came 
from  Cape  Verde  Islands,   Italy,   Greece,  Lebanon,  Korea,  Vietnam,   Canada, and 


England.     In  the  case  of  en  Italian  young  man  who  entered  under  this 
provision,   ho  changed  hie  mind  before  the  knot  could  be  tied  end  returned 
to  Italy.     A  Capo  Verdirn  nan  who   cene  under   the  sponsorship  of  one  U.S. 
citizen  changed  hie  rind  and  narricd  mother  young  lady,    and  in  the  case 
of  the  older  Greek  woman  who  had  hopes  of  marrying  a  ouch  younger  nan  for 
whom  she  executed  papers,   he  wed  another,   younger  than  himself .     Their 
adjustment  to  residents  ic  under  advisement. 

ADJUSTS!^  OF  STATUS 

Soi.ie  nine  hundred  sixty-one  persons  were  aided  to  adjust  from 
some  temporary  status  as  visitor,  student,  or  Cuban  parolee,  to  that  of 
resident. 

Hany  have  cone  ac  visitors  fron  the  llest  Indies,  married  legal 
residents,  and  then  x-jiahed  to  remain  with  their  spouses  in  the  United 
States.  Applicetions  have  been  accepted,  at  the  American  Consulates  in 
Canada,  end  the  U.S.  Iiu'.iigration  end  lTe.ture_Lizaticn  Service  has  been  con- 
Giderate  in  granting  them  the  privilege  of  remaining  in  the  United  States 
until  the  Conaul  arranged  an  appointment.   Then  a  trip  to  Canada  rnd  return 
to  the  United  Statca  the  next  day  with  immigrant  vie  a  have  recultcd  in  many 
caaes.  ProceGGing  takes  time  and  our  many  acrviccc  include  not  only  corre- 
Gpondonce  with  Consuls,  but  trensletions  of  documents  and  preparation  of 
the  files  pertinent  to  the  applications. 

For  many  born  in  TJestcrn  Hemisphere  countricG,  the  wait  for 
quota  numbers  lies  been  over  one  year.  At  least  come  of  theGe  spouses 
are  in  the  United  States  and  Gupporting  their  wives  while  awaiting  their 
numbers.  However,  there  ere  anxious  spouses  awaiting  their  turns  abro-  d 
whom  U.S.  residents  went  back  to  narrv* 


The  nonpref crence  status  in  the  Western  Hemisphere  quota  has 
created  hardships  in  separations  of  families.  Immigration  legislations, 
introduced  for  action  in  Congress,  if  enacted,  would  alleviate  this  situ- 
ation 

Adjustments  of  status  under  Section  2U5  of  the  Immigration  end 
llationrlity  Act,  involving  spouses  and  immediate  f anily  members  of  citizens 
and  legal  residents,  were  initiated  for  630  applicrnts.   Our  social  workers 
accompany  these  applicants  to  hoerings  at  the  U.S.  Ii.imigration  Office  as 
they  arc  registered  to  act  as  representatives  in  behalf  of  the  clients. 

About  every  phese  of  immigrant  status  has  come  to  our  attention 
in  assisting  both  sponsors  of  aliens  and  the  aliens  themselves  who  seek 
our  help.  Hot  only  ere  we  im.iigration  lew  consul  tents  but,  as  social 
workers,  have  hed  to  be  concerned  with  many  problems  of  assimilation  with 
domestic  difficulties  arising. 

Language  difficulties,  lack  of  English,  etc.,  plague  the  new 
arri vals  and  in  meny  instances  the  first  job  of  the  newcomer  is  not  at  his 
usuci  trade  or  profession,  often  causing  tension  end  unhe.ppiness  for  those 
settling  in  now  homes  in  an  atmosphere  of  unrest  and  turmoil,  even  in  the 
best  country  of  the  world,  the  U.S.A. 


STATISTICS  FR01I  FEDERAL  REPORTS 


In  the  fiscal  year  from  July  1,  1969  to  June  30,  1970,  373,326 
immigrants  were  admitted  to  the  United  States,  an  increase  of  14, 747  or 
about  k%  from  1969.  Of  the  373,326  immigrants,  10,000  or  sore  had  as

CITIZENSHIP 


The  Federal  statistics  show  that  in  the  pest  ten  years , 
1*8,213  persons  were  naturalized  in  the  State  of  Ilassaehusetts.      In  the 
year  ending  June  30,   1971;,   there  were  some  3,9;>0  persons  naturalized 
in  this  State. 

Our  offices  assisted  1,667  persons  in  filing  applications  for 
naturalization.     Many  of  the  Cubans  now  eligible  are  proceeding  to  be 
naturalized,   as  well  as  Philippine  born,   Greek  born,   Italian  and  Portu- 
guese,   are  most  eager  to  become  United  States  citizens.     They  usually  are 
of  the  "newer  arrivals".      There  have  been  a  number  of  Canadians  having 
lived  in  the  United  States  many  years  for  whom  no  record  of  entry  could 
be  located.     liuch  correspondence  had  to  be  completed  in  getting  evidence 
of  residence  for  every  year  since  1921}.  from  several  states  of  former 
residence.     Record  of  registry  was  established  for  one  man  and  an  alien 
registration  card  issued  in  time  for  the  long  planned  trip  to  Ireland,   th 
birthplace  of  his  wife.

This  Division  annually  distributes  some  10,000  booklets 
"Questions  and  Answers  In  Preparation  For  The  naturalization  Examination" 
which  are  given  to  individual  applicants,   classes  in  citizenship  and 
civic  groups. 

CQ-0PERATI0IT  VII TH  AGENCIES 

Our  association  and  relations  with  the  U.S.  Immigration  Service, 
with  the  many  social  agencies  with  whom  we  have  contact  and  relations  with 
the  many  Ethnic  groups  continues  to  be  of  mutual  benefit  to  each. 

The  duty  of  the  Division  to     "bring  into  sympathetic  and 
mutually  helpful  relations  the  Commonwealth  and  its  residents  of  foreign 
origin"  is  a  paramount  one.     Dy  having  social  workers  of  experience  who 
speak  their  language,  by  understanding  their  problems  of  assimilation 
and  assistance  in  referrals  to  education  facilities,  work  opportunities, 
by  technical  help  in  process  of  legalizing  irregular  status,  by  assistance 
in  filling  forms  and  giving  information  in  immigration  and  citizenship 
matters,   such  assistance  adds  up  to  make  great  results  of  assimilation  and 
naturalization.      It  also  helps  in  the  making  of  real  Americans  and  partici- 
pants in  this  Commonwealth  and  helps  to   make  America,   its  institutions, 
and  Americans,   dear  to  them  so  they  too  will  become  stea.dfa.st  citizens. 


EXPLOITATION  OF  ALIENS 


During  the  pest  year  a  great  nunber  of  instances  of  alleged 
exploitation  of  non-English  speaking  persons  involved  several  unerupu- 
lous  persons  speaking  their  language  and  as  understood  by  than,  had 
promised  adjustment  of  status  in  the  United  States.  The  cases  involved 
a  great  number  of  Portuguese  and  Spanish  speaking  persons  from  the  Western 
Hemisphere.  They  having  entered  on  a  temporary  basis  to  the  United  States, 
had  sought  the  help  of  these  persons  to  adjust  to  residents.  Fees  had 
been  paid  ranging  to  hundreds  of  dollars. 

It  was  estimated  that  several  hundred  persons  of  Portuguese 
extraction  were  involved  in  these  cases.  At  the  hearings  held  in  Boston 
by  Senator  Edward  II.  Brooke,  testimony  given  by  U.S.  Officials  disclosed 
some  thousand  aliens  were  illegal  residents  in  this  crea.  Further  court 
action  is  pending  against  persons  concerned  in  these  "unscrupulous" 
immigration  practices. 

In  Many  of  these  cases  no  further  application  for  relief  under 
immigration  laws  is  possible  end  they  have  accepted  voluntary  departure 
to  return  to  their  country  of  birth  with  hopes  of  being  able  to  return 
some  day  as  legal  residents. 


FUTURE  ElilGRATIQU  LAWS 

At  the  present  time,  because  of  the  unemployment  situation, 
high  in  this  Commonwealth  this  year,  labor  clearances  are  not  being  granted 
and,  therefore,  practically  all  immigrants  coming  now  ere  relatives. 

A  number  of  proposed  changes  in  the  laws  have  been  introduced 
by  several  Congressmen  to  establish  a  more  rationrl  system  for  selection 
of  immigrants  which  would  arrange  a  fair  distribution  for  all  nations  and 
not  differentiate  those  of  the  Western  Hemisphere. 

Changing  times,  economic  situations,  world  tensions,  and  ever 
changing  laws  will  continue  to  create  problems  for  residence  of  Massachusetts 
The  needs  grow  for  assistance  to  the  many  Ethnic  and  so-called  minority 
groups.  Newly  arrived  immigrants  participate  in  m- ny  Federal  Programs  as 
special  classes  in  public  schools,  in  job  training  programs,  etc. 

The  Cuban  airlift  from  Cuba  is  expected  to  be  shut  down.  Host 
likely  more  relatives  will  try  to  come  to  the  United  States  via  Spain  as 
so  many  are  there  now  and  unable  to  come  to  the  United  States .  They  are 
subject  to  regular  immigration  laws.  They  need  job  approvals  which  is  not 
possible  to  get  at  the  present  time.  Legislation  giving  preference  to  rela- 
tives of  citizens  or  elimination  of  the  quota  for  Cubans  would  unite  some 
families . 

With  the  prevalent  world  upheavals  and  crises  always  present, 
there  will  be  refugees  from  many  nations  seeking  the  assistance  of  the 
U.S.A.  All  these  matters  are  subjects  of  proposed  legislation  already  intro- 
duced for  Congressional  attention.

REPORTS  OF  DISTRICT  OFFICES 

LAWRENCE 

The  Lawrence  District  Office  completed  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1971  with  8077  services  to  kh92  individuals  from  78  countries. 
This  was  an  increase  of  k91   services  over  the  previous  year. 

If  last  year  was  one  of  frustration  because  of  the  Labor 
Department  restrictions  imposed  on  immigration,  this  year  was  one  of  utter 
frustration,  A  good  deal  of  our  time  was  spent  in  explaining  to  clients^ 
why  their  relatives  are  unable  to  come  to  the  United  States.  The  economic 
situation  in  this  country  would  have  to  improve  dramatically  or  alleviating 
legislation  would  have  to  be  enacted  before  "uncle  Jose"  or  "cousin 
Giuseppina"  will  be  allowed  to  emigrate. 

Our  work,  however,  also  had  its  bright  moments.  We  assisted  a 
glamorous  Filipino  movie  queen  to  adjust  her  status.  One  of  the  super- 
stars of  the  Boston  Bruins  Hockey  Club  is  now  a  resident  through  our 
assistance.  Furthermore,  one  of  his  well-known  team  mates  is  also 
planning  to  start  his  papers  through  our  office.  The  Miss  Universe  repre- 
sentative of  a  couple  of  years  ago  from  the  Dominican  Republic  married  an 
American  citizen  and  we  very  happily  assisted  her  with  her  application  for 
an  immigrant  visa.  We  also  had  a  Flamenco  guitarist  from  Spain,  a 
ballerina  from  Austria,  a  bouzouki  player  from  Greece,  two  Irish 
balladeers,  and  a  Lebanese  folk  singer.  Think  of  the  show  we  could  put  on 
if  we  brought  all  these  people  together! 

We  were  also  busy  this  year  helping  individuals  with  their 
applications  for  citizenship.  Again,  a  large  number  of  Cuban  refugees 
who  had  completed  five  years'  residence  applied  for  and  received  United 
States  citizenship. 

On  two  occasions,  this  Agent  was  requested  to  speak  before 
foreign  students  at  Lowell  Technological  Institute  regarding  our  services 
and  assistance.  We  greeted  some  13f>3  new  immigrants  in  the  Merrimack 
Valley  by  welcoming  letters  offering  our  services  to  them  and  have 
referred  many  interested  newcomers  to  evening  classes. 

Many  of  our  clients  who  had  personal,  family*  or  employment 
problems  were  referrpd  +.r»  +bp  pj.o^<>i  i-es<^moo  ror  assistance.  We  are 
continuing  to  maintain  good  relations  with  the  various  private  and  public 
agencies  lop.Ally  and  abroad  and  are  receiving  excellent  cooperation  from 
■tticin.  Other  duties  included  the  translation  of  documents  from  German, 
Italian,  French,  and  Arabic.  We  also  assisted  a  number  of  American 
citizens  in  completing  applications  for  United  States  passports. 

This  past  fiscal  year  we  began  a  joint  operation  with  the 
Florence  Crittenton  League  of  Lowell,  involving  adoption  of  orphans  from 
Korea  and  Colombia.  The  program  is  moving  along  very  well  and  a  number 
of  youngsters  will  soon  be  arriving  to  their  adoptive  parents  in  this 


country. 

The  flfeighborhood  Youth  Corps  is  continuing  to  provide  us  with 
the  services  of  trainees  who  alleviate  our  workload  by  performing  routine 
tasks  such  as  filing  and  compiling  statistics. 

Although  we  are  constantly  kept  busy,  it  is  a  "labor  of 
pleasure",  especially  when  our  efforts  prove  successful  in  helping  our 
clients  solve  their  problems. 

FALL  RIVER 

The  total  services  rendered  for  the  past  fiscal  year,  July  1, 
1970  to  June  30,  1971  were  6,l61+,  an  increase  of  1,729  over  the  previous 
fiscal  year.  This  upward  trend  in  services  was  no  doubt  due  to  an  extra 
clerk  this  office  employed  part  of  that  year.  Individuals  served  were 
3,305. 

There  was  an  increase  in  all  phases  of  work,  citizenship  and 
immigration.  Adjustment  of  status  cases,  visa  petitions,  and  affidavit 
executions  were  numerous.  There  was  a  total  of  2l+6  applications  for 
naturalization,  a  noteworthy  increase  of  86  from  the  past  fiscal  year. 

The  Fall  River  Branch  Office  provided  services  to  clients 
representing  over  fifty-two  nationalities,  coming  from  thirty-six 
different  communities  located  in  Southeastern  Massachusetts,  The  City  of 
Fall  River  yielded  two  out  of  every  four  clients  with  a  sizable  total  from 
the  City  of  New  Bedford.  The  nationality  and  ethnic  background  of  the 
clients  who  visited  the  Fall  River  Branch  Office  were  predominately 
Portuguese  who  have  migrated  from  the  Azores  Islands,  Portugal,  and  since 
Public  Law  89-236  was  enacted  in  1965  it  is  estimated  that  between  twenty 
and  thirty  thousand  of  these  immigrants  have  located  in  Southeastern 
Massachusetts • 

There  has  been  a  series  of  wide -spread  complaints  about  Portuguese 
aliens  being  exploited  in  the  Fall  River-New  Bedford  area  during  the  past 
fiscal  yeari  Hearings  on  these  complaints  were  held  in  Boston  and  at  New 
Bedford  before  Senator  Brooke's  Senate  Sub-Committee  and  received  much 
publicity  on  television  and  in  the  press.  It  appears  there  will  be  more 
information  on  this  alleged  exploitation  when  it  comes  before  the  courts 
in  November  1971.  Numerous  such  cases  came  to  our  attention  of  Portuguese 
who  had  entered  the  United  States  as  visitors  and  had  overstayed  their 
time.  It  was  alleged  that  they  paid  fees  to  certain  persons  and  had 
understood  that  they  could  remain  in  the  United  States  and  work  after 
certain  procedures.  As  a  result,  a  great  number  of  these  aliens  are  now 
subject  to  deportation. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  many  remote  lands  are  represented 
on  our  Nationality  Statistics  Sheet  due  to  the  fact  that  Bristol  Community 
College  and  particularly  Southeastern  Massachusetts  University  have  compar- 
atively large  groups  of  foreign  students  in  attendance  and  all,  at  one 


time  or  another,  find  our  services  valuable  in  the  many  problems  that  such 
a  situation  provokes. 

Newcomer  letters  are  mailed  to  aliens  who  are  not  familiar  with 
the  services  this  office  renders  to  help  them  in  their  assimilation  to 
life  in  the  United  States. 

Western  Hemisphere  entrance  is  now  restricted  to  a  quota  number 
and  there  is  hardship  involved  in  waiting  for  one  as  these  numbers  are  at 
present  oversubscribed. 

Names  of  applicants  for  United  States  citizenship  are  channeled 
to  the  Adult  Education  Departments  in  Fall  River  and  New  Bedford  in  order 
that  applicants  may  learn  English  and  prepare  for  naturalization. 

This  Agent  visits  New  Bedford  one  day  a  week  and  our  relations 
with  local,  state,  and  federal  offices  have  been  very  helpful  in  rendering 
services  to  clients. 

WORCESTER 

"Love  and  Marriage",  always  a  central  theme  in  immigration, 
played  a  more  important  role  this  fiscal  year,  due  to  the  so-called 
"Fiance  Law"  which  became  effective  on  April  7,  1970.  From  the  3387  clients 
to  whom  we  provided  5838  services,  a  fair  percentage  involved  the  subject 
in  comparison  with  the  sponsoring  of  parents,  children,  brothers  or 
sisters  and  their  families,  relatives,  and  persons  through  employment. 

The  marriage  picture  necessitates  not  only  the  completion  of 
fiance  petitions  but  also  affidavits  of  support,  form  1-550  verifications, 
adjustment  of  status  forms,  application  for  visa  forms,  and  several 
others,  some  of  these  for  the  foreign  governments  involved.   In  many 
instances,  we  find  it  more  trying  to  explain  the  procedure  involved  than 
to  complete  the  necessary  forms  -  for  instance,  marriage  in  the  United 
States  or  overseas  by  a  citizen  or  a  permanent  resident  alien  to  an  Eastern 
Hemisphere  or  Western  Hemisphere  beneficiary,  from  a  free  country  or  not 
so  free  country. 

Cur  first  fiance  adjustment  of  status  case  involved  a  recently 
discharged  U.  S.  soldier  who  filed  an  1-12 9F  fiancee  petition  in  May, 
1970.  She  arrived  from  Germany  in  June-  and  they  were  married  in  August. 
This  procedure  is  relatively  fast  and  convenient  for  the  parties 
concerned,  in  comparison  if  he  had  to  travel  to  Europe  to  marry  and  then 
completing  procedure  for  issuance  of  a  permanent  visa  to  the  United  States. 

Every  month  since  the  law  went  into  effect  we  receive  more 
inquiries  concerning  it.  Even  the  question  as  to  what  would  happen  if  the 
beneficiary  married  another  person  is  a  subject  of  discussion.  In  a 
typical  month,  we  go  through  this  marriage  gamut  for  spouses  and  prospec- 
tive spouses  in  all  parts  of  the  world,  for  example  -  Australia,  Canada, 
Colombia,  Finland,  Greece,  Jamaica,  Korea,  Poland,  Scotland,  and  Vietnam. 


Assistance  in  citizenship  applications  is  predominant.  The 
recent  newcomer  is  most  conscious  of  the  benefits  of  such  citizenship. 
Many  seek  information  and  are  referred  to  schools  for  English, 

To  point  out  the  ramifications  of  one  of  the  fiance  cases,  a 
Greek  man,  married  to  a  Worcester  native,  was  naturalized  as  a  United 
States  citizen  on  December  U,  1970.   Since  that  date,  we've  assisted  him 
with  petitions  also  affidavits  of  support  for  his  father,  mother,  two 
single  brothers,  a  single  sister,  a  married  sister  with  three  children,  a 
married  brother  with  four  children,  and  an  adjustment  of  status  for  his 
single  sister  visiting  here.  He  is  preparing  to  petition  for  two  other 
family  members.  He  hopes  to  arrange  and  finance  their  plane  transpor- 
tation and  establish  them  in  the  United  States,  where  he  found  his  oppor- 
tunity as  a  cook  and  home  owner  since  his  arrival  in  1965  from  Greece. 
He  likes  to  explain  his  progress  in  this  country  and  future  plans  and 
opportunities  for  the  prospective  immigrants.  His  U.  S.  born  wife  of 
Greek  parentage  is  assisting  him  with  his  endeavors. 

Actually,  similar  chains  of  events  in  immigration  and  Ameri- 
canization have  been  going  on  since  the  discovery  of  America  in  llr92,  but 
not  with  the  same  technicalities  and  forms  as  now.  Through  the  years, 
there's  a  shift  of  immigration  and  subsequent  naturalization  and  assimi- 
lation of  people  from  different  countries  but,  as  they  say,  "it  is  and 
will  be  the  backbone  of  the  United  States". 

SPRMGFIBLD 

On  June  30,  1971,  our  agency  completed  fifty-four  years  in 
fulfilling  its  duties  to  residents  of  the  four  western  counties  of  the 
Commonwealth.  Three  thousand,  six  hundred  seventy  services  were  given 
2,208  individuals.  During  the  year  the  agent  was  obliged  to  work  alone 
for  a  period  of  two  months  due  to  the  serious  illness  of  the  secretary. 

Individuals  came  to  us  from  eighty  localities  within  our  area. 
The  majority  came  from  Springfield  and  neighboring  communities.  We 
received  correspondence  requesting  advice  from  former  residents  in 
Florida,  California,  Michigan,  and  as  far  away  as  Turkey. 

We  had  contact  with  immigrants  from  eighty  different  countries. 
The  major  ethnic  group  was  Jamaicans  followed  in  order  by  natives  of  the 
United  States,  Canada,  Greece,  Italy,  Poland,  Germany,  and  Portugal. 
We  had  dealings  w&tb  three  South  Vietnamese. 

We  contacted  by  means  of  our  newcomer  letter  971  new  immigrants 
who  upon  entry  to  the  United  States  were  destined  to  reside  in  the  four 
western  counties  of  the  Commonwealth  -  102  in  Berkshire,  22  in  Franklin, 
7U8  in  Hampden,  and  99  in  Hampshire  County.  The  response  to  these 
letters  was  gratifying,  especially  since  so  many  of  them  inquired  about 
learning  English  to  become  citizens.  Their  show  of  interest  in  citizenship 
certainly  is  in  contrast  to  those  who  came  to  our  shores  many  years  ago. 
Other  requests  sought  information  and  procedures  for  sponsoring  immediate 


relatives,  inquiries  for  Selective  Service  and  Social  Security  offices, 
for  adult  civic  educational  classes  throughout  Western  Massachusetts, 
and  questions  about  job  and  educational  opportunities,   A  typical  letter 
received  from  some  of  these  new  arrivals  reads  in  part,  "I  take  this 
opportunity  to  extend  my  sincerest  thanks  for  the  welcome  to  your 
beautiful  country.  It  makes  me  feel  both  grateful  and  happy.  God's 
blessings  upon  you  and  your  work.   I  certainly  hope  I  will  prove  to  be 
an  outstanding  citizen". 

Present  immigration  regulations  regarding  non-approved  labor 
clearances  are  disheartening  to  many  people  when  they  encounter  the 
problem  of  trying  to  obtain  job  certifications  for  relatives.  Because 
of  the  unemployment  situation,  we  have  noticed  that  some  American  consuls 
have  been  reluctant  to  issue  immigrant  visas  unless  the  sponsors  have 
considerably  more  earnings  and  assets  than  required  in  former  affidavits 
of  support.   Also  more  persons  have  been  refused  visitors'  visas  because 
they  have  been  unable  to  satisfy  the  United  States  Consulates  of  their 
purpose  in  coming  to  the  United  States  and  of  their  intention  to  return 
to  their  homeland.  Many  people  this  last  year  have  inquired  about 
departure  bonds  required  by  consular  offices.  This  tightening  up  of 
visitors'  visas  is  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  tremendous  number  of  relatives 
of  our  clients  who  have  been  discovered  to  be  out  of  status  because  they 
have  overstayed  their  time  or  have  been  found  to  be  working. 

The  existing  crime  wave  has  brought  numerous  people  to  us  to 
apply  for  duplicate  Alien  Registration  Receipt  Cards  as  their  original 
1-151  cards  have  been  stolen  either  as  a  result  of  housebreaks  or  theft 
of  wallets  or  pocketbooks  at  their  places  of  employment  or  at  shopping 
centers . 

The  Springfield  District  Office  continues  to  receive  excellent 
cooperation  from  public  and  private  agencies.  Particularly  is  this  true 
in  the  case  of  United  States  Immigration  and  Naturalization  Service  at 
Springfield  and  Boston.
